SILVER and wheat arc still going 


down, and whether or not there ifl any 
direct connection between these com- 
modities aa affecting prices, it is ft sig- 
nificant fact that they continue to de- 
cline together. Opposing this theory in 
a recent issue, the New York Tribune

price of wheat ia due to progress in in- 
dustries and arts, reduction in the cost 
of transportation and increase in the 
efficiency of labor through use of better 
machinery and appliances." The San 
Franciaco Chronicle points out a weak 
point in this conclusion, and character- 
izes it as an absolute misstatementof 
the facts. The editor of the Tribune 
•will find by consulting the records that 
a little over three years and a half ago, 
when there was a reasonable expecta- 
tion of a free coinage bill passing con- 
gress, the price of silver went up U> 
$1.20 an ounce, and the price of wheat 
advanced 
in sympathy. When the 


Sherman purchase act was passed, and 
it was seen that the expectations of a 
return to bimetallism were fallacious, 
uilver immediately dropped, and wheat 
went down with it. There certainly has 
been no notable progress iu industries, 
or increase in the efficiency of labor in 
the meantime, and it might be added 
that there is no notable change in this 
regard since 1873,

Jt is a good model for any 
Hcnoon of tho year; it may he mnde in 
heavy or lif-ht weight cloths, serge, 
cashmere, pongee, China silk, linen or 
pique, and braid or ribbon velvet would 
he appropriate for trimming, according 
to the goods used. The t'apc and cuff a 
would IM- very effective niado of velvet, 
or a fall of liu-e might be used instead of 
the cape.

collar, rape and four pieces of the 
sleeve. The skirt is-to he gathered at 
the top. The cape is to he laid in a 
box-plait on each shoulder, according to 
the holes. The puff for the sleeve is to 
Iw gathcrcil at tho top, between the 
holes, and at the bottom, and the lower 
edge is to bo placed to the row of holes 
across tho alcove. 


Cut. tho pieces of the yoke Icngth- 


wieo, placing the back edge of the hack 
piece to a lengthwise fold of the goods. 
Cut the skirt lengthwise; the cape, with 
the front, edges lengthwise; tho alcoves, 
so that the purl a below the elbows \\i\l 
be bias; and the sleeve puff, either 
lengthwise or bins. Ueforc cult ting the 
goods he careful to read "Directions for 
Cutting" printed on the envelope. 


The size for four years will require 


four and a quarter yards of goods 
twenty-four inches wide. Tho size for 
sis years will require four and a half 
yards of goods twenty-four inches wide.
